DETAILED ACTION 

1. The current title is not descriptive. A new title is required 
that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are 
directed, 

2 . The present specification includes a computer program listing 
of more than three hundred (300) lines. In accordance with 37 CFR 
1.96(c), a computer program listing contained on more than three 
hundred (300) lines, must be submitted as a computer program 
listing appendix on compact disc conforming to the standards set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.96(c) (2) and must be appropriately referenced in 
the specification (see 37 CFR 1.77(b)(4)). Accordingly, applicant 
is required file a computer program listing appendix on compact 
disc in compliance with 37 CFR 1.96(c), and insert an appropriate 
reference to the newly added computer program listing appendix on 
compact disc at the beginning of the specification. 

Art Rejections: 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or 
on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1) , (2) , and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of 
this application as the application being examined was not (1) 
filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published 
under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102 (e) ) . 

4. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Wu et al, U.S. pat. No. 5,987,256. 

Wu discloses a method of modifying web page codes to be 
compatible with a runtime library on a thin client comprising: 

a) receiving a code segment from a remote source at a proxy 
internet server ( see col 4, lines 49-65 ) , 

b) identifying tags and object class (tokenizing) present in the 
code segment ( col 5, lines 8-16 ) , 

c) analyzing (parsing) the tags and object class to determine the 
relationship between the tags and object class ( col 6, lines 1-7 ) , 

d) translating the code segment into modified code segment such 
that the modified code segment is compatible with the runtime 
library ( see col 6, lines 9-16 ) . 
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Per claim 7, Wu also teaches in other alternative embodiments 
where the code translator would be implemented on a local 
server/client station instead of on the web server ( see col 18, 
line 49 - col 19, line 32 ) . 

Per claims 14 and 23, it is noted that the tags and object 
class comprise all conventional HTML or Java objects.
